Since then government 
announcements have listed the full 
name in its proper Spanish form, 
Maria Hstela Martimez de Peron.

KGB seizes Jewish activist; 
Sakharov starts hunger strike 


MOSCOW (Reuter). — Soviet secur- 
ity police have arrested another pro- 
minent Jewish activist, Vitali Rubin, 
who until noon om Friday was one 
of the few outspoken Jews still at 
large during President Nixon’s visit. 

Two Western reporters who tried 
to see Rubin, a sinologist in his 50s, 
at his central Moscow flat on Fri- 
day afternoon were initially forclbly 
prevented from ringing the doorbell 
by plainclothes policemen. 

The reporters persisted, but each 
Ume they were rebuffed by the 
security men, who said they were 
‘rom the Ministry of Internal Af- 
‘airs (MVD) — which works in close 
silabcration with the KGB (secur- 
ty police). 

When they finally succeeded in 
‘nging the bell, Rubin’s wife, Nina, 
nanaged to shout out that her hus- 
and had been seized at noon that 
jay. The MVD men slammed the 
loor back on her. 

Before his arrest, Rubin was

“Europe should be 
aware of what's going on in the 
area, but by no means should it 
take a position that is one-sided in 
words or deeds. I hope that certain 
changes that have taken place in 
Europe have reduced the one-sided- 
ness of some European countries and 
oe σὰς trend will continue.” ~ 

only semi-public appearance 
prior to going to Chequers for the 
opening last night of the meeting 
of the Socialist International, the 
Israeli Prime Minister ltsted four 
conditions which he considered es- 
sential for true peace, 

First, and “this is the essence of 
the Arab-Israel war," is that the 
Arabs must be ready to “reconcile 
with Israel 85 a Jewish, independent 
state that has to be viable and cap- 
able of defending itself. As long as 
the Arabs will not cross this Rubi- 
con, I don’t see how peace will be 
achieved.” 

Secondly, the political settlement 
will have to be. negotiated, 
upon and maintained by the parties 
to the problem.

problem.” 

Rabin expressed the belief that by 
the end of summer, or early au- 
tumn, there will be movement to- 
wards the next phase of peace- 
making. This must be with Egypt 
because there has never been a war 
without Egypt teading the Arab 
world into it, and no war ended 
without Egypt leading the Arab 
world out of war. The formula of 
the next stage will be “a piece of 
peace for a piece of land." 

After announcing Israel's inten- 
tlon of hitring the terrorists where- 
ever they are, the Israeli Premier 
went on to say that the terrorists 
“can kill some Israelis, but by no 
means can they endanger Israel." 
If these terrorists think that by 
acts of murder they will gain poli- 
tical recognition, we will have to 
prevent it, "Though thelr acts may 
Bain headlines, terrorism is not the 
Major problem in the Middle East.

Tougher Egyptian tone

The Department was surprised 
last week when Egyptian President 
Sadat told the Beirut weekly “Α1- 
Sayyad" that Egypt was prepared to 
send its air force “at once to fight 
the battle in Lebanon.”

Woman fears autopsy, 
snatches dead child

A young Kiryat Arba woman, 
Rachel Ankari, snatched her dead 
three-month-old baby son from Ha- 
dassah ‘Hospital, Jerusalem, tate 
Thursday night and fled with him 
in order to prevent doctors at the 
hospital from performing an au- 
topsy. Last night the child was 
still unbaried as Rachel and her 
husband Haim sought the advice 
of the Anti-Autopsy League on 
how to obtain the necessary death 
certificate. 

A league spokesman, Rabbi 
Wiener, told The Jerusalem Post 
that Hadassah doctors had insisted 
on the meed for an autopsy — despite 
the family’s objections. Hadassah's 
director, Prof. Kalman Mann, told 
The Jerusalem Post last night that 
he had in fact given instructions 
that the child’s body be released 
without an autopsy — but his in- 
structions had apparently come 
through too late. 

The child, Itai Moshe, was ad- 
mitted to hospital three weeks ago 
with an acute digestive disorder. 
‘Be died at dawn on Thursday and, 
after a day of arguments between 
‘the family and the doctors, the 
mother slipped into the morgue, 
Picked up the child and hurried away 
undetected to a waiting car. 

The head of pediatrics at Hadas- 
sah, Prof. Alex Russell, told The 
Post that his staf€ had diagnosed 
the child’s ailment as “necrotizing 
enterocolitis,” a rare disease, us- 
ually fatal, and therefore hardly 
ever comfirmed before death. It was 
important for the doctors — and 
for the health of the dead child's 
brothers and sisters — to know 
whether the diagnosis had been 
correct. ‘The chiki’s parents were 
first cousins, and Prof. Russell 
‘thought some genetic cause might 
have underlain the mysterious ill- 
ness — and subsequently endanger 
the health of other children in the 
family. 

Prof. Russell stressed that he 
never “exercises compulsion” upon

WASHINGTON. — Vice-President 
Gerald Ford has predicted President 
‘Nioon will be impeached if ‘he refu- 
ses to accept a possible Supreme 
Court order to yield Watergate 
tapes. 

Also, Mr. Niyon’s chief defence 
counsel, James St. Clair, tacitly ad- 
mitted on Friday that he thought 
the President would be impeached. 

As the likelihood of Mr. Nixon's 
impeachment — in effect a trial by 
the Senate — appeared to increage, 
many suporters among his Repub- 
lican Party were bitterly attacking 
the motive of his accusers. 

Jumping to the President's de- 
fence Mr. Ken Clawson, director of 
White House communications, 
charged that Peter Rodino, chair- 
man of the House Judiciary Com~ 
Mittee which is investigating the 
question of possible impeachment, 
had shown partisanship in remarks 
8. mewspaper quoted him as making. 

Mr. Rodino, who has since vigo- 
rously denied the account, was quo- 
ted as predicting that all 20 of his 
fellow Democrats on the committee 
would vote for impeachment. 

Ford discussed the impact of the 
forthcoming Supreme Court show- 
down between Nixon and Special 
Prosecutor Leon Jaworski with syn- 
dicated columnist William Buckley 
on taped interview scheduled for 
showing on public broadcast service 
stations tonight, and with reporters 
after the programme. 

“So far.” Ford told Buckley, ‘I 
don't think there is sufficient evi- 
dence to contend as an impeachable 
offence that the President was in- 
volved in the coverup” of the Water- 
gate break-in. 

In the past, Mr. Nixon has re- 
jected subpoenas for tapes from 
lower courts, claiming executive pri- 
vilege. Mr. Ford said, however, he

Venezuela 
hikes oil 
prices 5% 


CaRACAS (UPI). — Venezuela 
announced a five per cent increase 
in oll reference prices yeaterday 
to bring them up*to the level of 
Middle East exporters. The in- 
crease will apply to a wide range 
of of gradea and will come into 
effect July 1. 5 

The reference prices are not 
those charged the consamer but 
are arbitrarily set rates for the 
levying of taxes against the οἵ 
compan'es. The average price has 
been $14.08 simce January 1, but |’ 
the government did not say imme- 
diately what the new average 
would be. The govermment kept in 
abeyance a proposed increase in 
the tax rate itself, 

The Organization of Petroleum 
Exporting Countries, of which 
Venezuela is a founding member, 
had agreed in Quito, Ecuador, to 
keep prices frozen at their Jan- 
uary 1 levels for another three 
months but to raise royalty taxes 
by two per cent or raise other 
taxes by an equivalent amount. 

Venezuela said later it planned 
to make a larger {ncrease than 
that approved by OPEC, which 
worked out to about 10 cents per 
barrel. 


. Pakistan and Bangladesh © 
fail to reach agreement 


DACOA, Bangladesh (UPI). — Pa- 
kistan’s attempt at reconciHation 
with Bangladesh ended in failure 
yesterday and Prime Minister Zul- 
fikar Ali Bhutto returned home with 
little to show after his 56-hour. visit, 

“T can only say that we are 
deeply disillusioned that a great op- 
portunity has been missed,” said 
Bangladesh Foreign Minister Kamal 
Hossain. “We were ready to take 
ἃ great step forward toward norma- 
lization of relations.” 

Briefing newsmen after Bhutto's 
departure for Islamabad, Hossain 
said the 100-member Pakistani dele- 
gation had shown πὸ response to 
efforts to settle two main problems 
dividing the two nations, on which 
diplomatic relations hinged. 

‘A joint communique issued by the 
two sides said Bhutto had invited 
Ban; Prime Minister Sheikh 
Mujibur"-Rahman. to Islamabad and 
the invitation had ‘been accepted. 
Hossain said no date for that visit 
was yet being contemplated. 

Hossain said that Pakistan had 
refused to accept the principle that 
it should share the assets of the 
former united Pakistan with Ban- 
gladesh. He said Pakistan had also 
been unwilling to accept any more 
non-Bengalis who had opted for 
Pakistan citizenship. 

‘Pakistani officials also said they 
were disappointed at the outcome of 
the talks but otherwige made no 
comment. | 

Bhutto delayed his departure for 
two hours of extra talks which 
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nevertheless failed to reach apree- 
ment on a package deal between the 
two states. 

The two aides issued a strictly 
formal communique, and the Ban- 
@ladesh mood was shown by the 
decision to seal off the entire route 
of Bhutto's motorcade to the air- 
port. People were kept at least 50 
metres from the road in contrast 
to the enthusiastic welcome the 
Pakistan leader received on his ar- 
rival here on Thursday. ᾿Ξ

The New York Times said edi- 
torially Friday that “Al Fatah,” the 
largest Palestinian terrorist group, 
has made a serious and potentially 
fatal miscalculation in its reported 
decision to step up terrorist attacks 
on Israel at a time when the parent 
Palestinian Liberation Organization 
ts seeking recognition as spokesman 
for the Palestinians at the Geneva 
peace talks. 

After years of terrorist fighting 
and stubborn resistance to any ac- 
commodation with Israel, Fatah 
jeader Yasser Arafat, who also heads 
the PLO, now apparently believes he 
can shoot his way to the negotiating 
table. That is the only conclusion 
that can be drawn from Fatah's 
raid against the coastal town of 
Nahariya. ᾿ 


The brutal assault and any sub- 
sequent attacks are most likely to 
have just the opposite effect.
